Preliminary surveys show 
Hope for oil in deep sea 
bed off Israel’s coast 


By ¥a'ACOV FRIEDLER 
Jeruzalem Post Reporter 
BAIFA, — Preliminery surveys 
the sea bed off Israci's coast, beyond 
the continental shelf, have 
up geclogica!l structures which hold 
out the promise of oil, the director- 
general of the Oceanographic and 
Limnological Research Company, 
Aluf (Res.) Yohai Ein-Non, told a 
press conference yesterdey. The 
surveys were made by his company 
in cooperation with the Marine Ge- 
ology Uni. of the Geological Insti- 


tute, after the search for of] on 


the continental! shelf ended in 
failure, 

Alut Bin-Nun said that with the 
aid of the Development Ministry his 
company had already acquired ad- 
vanced seismic equipment for ἃ 
more exact study of the geologicel 


of 


structures, and το pinpoint possible 
drilling sites. He cautioned, how- 
ever, that there was τὸ certainty 
of Gnding off “until it’s actually 
struck.” Though the structures look- 
ed very promising indeed, he said, 
they might turn out to be dry. 

The promising structures are lo- 
cated either on the slope of the 
continental shelf or just beyond, at 
depths which are already being dril- 
led for off on an tal basis 
elsewhere in the world. Ent as the 
search for ofl on the world's con- 
tinental shelves is being exhausted, 
efforts are now moving beyond the 
shelf, into deeper water, and it will 
not be more than a few more years 
‘before drilling at the required depth 
‘tecomes economically feasible. He 
estimated that this would take “an- 
other two or three years.” 


Foreign experts 


to advise Israel 


Keeping atomic power plants 
from destroying shoreline 


Jerusalem Pust Reporter 
HAIFA. — Three international ex- 
perts are to come here shortly to 
advise on measures to be taken 
against the erosion of Israel's shore- 
line and beaches by big nuclear 
power stations to be built by the 
Blectric Corporation, the director- 
general of the Oceanographic and 
Limndlogical Research Company, 
Aluf (Res.) Yohai Bin-Nun, told a 
press conference yesterday. The ex- 
perts are a physicist and specialists 
in caste] engineering and power 
Station engineering. 

Mr. Bin-Nun said his campany’'s 
surveys had shown that the present 
system of building power stations 
on the shore, with breakwaters put 
out into the sea to create cooling 
basins, was destroying the coun- 
try’s shores and beaches. The break- 
waters interfere with the natural 
Band movements, causing the shore- 
line to recede. 

Be described a new system of sit- 
ting the station farther inland and 
pumping the cooling water to it 
through a long pipe, laid far out 
to sea. In this way the sand move- 
ment is not disturbed, Another be- 
nefit is that the site on the shore 
that would otherwise be occupled 
by the power station survives for 
use ag a bathing beach or other 
recreational activities. 

TOO FAR ALONG 


He said that the planning of the 
Electric Corporation's new station 
on the coast at Hawtera was already 
too far advanced to be changed, 
and “it will certainly have a bad 
effect on the s0-far-unspoiled 
beaches at Ma’agan Michael and 
Tantura. But at least the Electric 
Corporation is now more aware of 
the problem, and has agreed to heed 
οὐρα advice of experts πᾷ re eae 
igger atomic stations it plans] - 
ing in the future, after the Hadera 
plant ‘is completed.” ᾿ 

Mr. Bin-Nun said his company 
was now tracing the source of every

pollutant flowing into the sea, in 
the hope that action could be taken 
to force those responsible to pre- 
vent further pollution. Experts are 
also conducting a survey of oil pol- 
lution of Israel's beaches, and tra- 
elng the source of the oil through 
chemical! analysis. When the data 
is re the company will try, 
through International bodies, ta bring 
pressure on the polluters to take 
more efficient precautions. He noted 
that, because of prevailing geo- 
§taphical conditions, muat of the 
podution in the Mediterranean ends 
up on Israel's shores. 

The company, which has an an- 
mual budget of over IL5m., employs 
a staff of 90, including some 60 
research workers.

The Vermat company then went 
before an appeals committee, which 
ruled that the seats were not cha!rs, 
but benches — and therefore not 
subject to purchase tax. 

Not satisfied, the customs author- 
ities yesterday dragged the disputed 
item into District Court in an at- 
tempt to have the decision of the 
appeals committee overruled. Judge 
Yitzhak Raveh patiently heard each 
side expsund the chair-like or bench- 
like qualities of the disputed object 
before ruling that it was quite 
clearly “a bench in every sense cf 
the word," and so ποῖ subject 
to tax. 

With that, the judge considered 
the IL65,000 question finally and 
satisfactorily answered, and turned 
down the customs men's request 
to appeal his ruling before the 
Supreme Court in Jerusalem.

Bumpers wins 


FULBRIGHT LOSES 
POLL AFTER 30 
YEARS IN SENATE 


NEW YORK (AP). — Arkansas 
Governor Dale Bumpers proved his 


giant-killer reputation on Tuesday - 


by winning the Democratic nomin- 
ation te the U.S, Senate and ending 
the 30-year career of Sen. J. W. 
Fulbright, one of America’s powers 
in foreign policy. 

At the same time, former Sen. 
Wayne Morse of Oregon, like Ful- 
bright a leading critie of U.S. po- 
licy in the Vietnam war, won the De- 
moctratic nomination for a come- 
back race in the fall, 

And another emerging national 
Democratic personality, Kentucky 
Gov. Wendell Ford, won nomination 
to challenge Republican Sen. Mar- 
low Cook in the fall. 

Bumpers, who was an obscure 
school board member and city at- 
torney in Charleston, Arkansas, 
four years ago, ran up a stunning 
2-1 victory margin over Fulbright, 
who had chaired the powerful Sen- 
ate Forelgn Relations Committee 
since 1859. 

Bumpers had campeigned on 8. 
call for new leadership to deal with 
problems in Washington, Fulbright 
had stressed his experience. 

The U.S. position towards Israci 
was not a factor in the primary 
campaign, but Bumpers and Ful- 
bright were im almost direct opposi~ 
tion in their views about Israel. 
Fulbright’s antipathy towards U.S. 
aid to Israel has long been estad-~ 
shed. However, Bumpers, has indi-~ 
cated backing for «a strong and 
secure Israel as a means of assur- 
ing against U.S. mi participa~ 
tion ta the Middle Bast “after we 
just got out of that entanglement 
in Vietnam.” 

Since defeating Faubus and Rocke- 
feller, Bumpers had added an effi- 
cient and scandal-free administra~ 
tion to his political assets and at 
48 is the hottest political figure in 
Arkansas in years. 

Ἐς has an uncanny charm, in 
person or on television, and has 
i hundreds of previously 
apolitical people to work for his 
election. 

Fulbright repeatedly told voters 
that good leoks and eloquence 
would accomplish nothing in the 
Senate. Bumpers faces token Re- 
publican opposition for the Senate 
seat in November’s general election 
and thus is certain to win. 

The primary election is a state 
party vote to name the party's can- 
didates for the general election to 
be held in November. The general 
election pits the candidates of the 
various parties — usually only the 
Democratic and Republican, but at 
times “third party” candidates, too 
—_against one another.

A leftist congressman was quoted 
yesterday in Buenos Aires as say- 
ing 200,000 electricat devices are 
being used by police for torture 
purposes and that the Argentine 
Government is not acting fast 
enough to end the situation. 

Horacio Sueldo, leader of the 
Christian Revolutionary Party and 
a former presidential candidate of 
the Popular Revolutionary Alliance, 
was interviewed by the newspaper 
“La Opinion.” He was quoted as 
saying, “Some police precincts have 
been turned into outright tortur2 
centres... but I am not attacking 
the whole of the police or all po- 
Heemen." He did not say where 
he got his information. But he said 
he met with Interior Minister Be- 
nito Plambi last week and that 
Plambi told him, “If your accusa- 
tions were true, our country would 
not qualify as a civilized nation. 
Our federal police is one of the 
Most efficient, considerate, well educ- 
ated and civilized in the world.”

‘Gov't must not 
cut incentives

If Israel wants to make sure in- 
vestment projects continue to flou- 
rish, the Government dare not slash 
the financial incentives available to 
menufacturers — Moshe Mandel- 
baum, Director-General of the Mi- 
nistry of Commerce and Industry, 
told the Knesset Finance Committee 
this week. 

Manufacturers’ profits, in any case, 
will be mostly ploughed back into 
the business to enable further ex- 
pansion, Dr. Mandelbaum told the 
committee. 

The Capital Investment Incentives 
Law will have to be amended next 
year, he said, to enable certain clau- 
ses (due to lepse by then) to be 
extended. At the same time, the 
processes whereby investments are 
approved will have to be simplified, 
the procedures streamlined, and the 
financial incentives granted stege by 
stage as implementation of the pro- 
jects advances, Dr. Mandelbaum sald.
